— A letter to Bishop McMurry, written at 
Washington, D. C., from Rev. Henry H. Ahrens, long a member of the Louisiana Confer- 
ence, was read, and upon motion of W. W. Holmes, the Secretary was instructed to send 
a fitting reply to the letter. 
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Change in the Commission on Finance. — Upon motion of F. S. Parker, R. E. Stearns 
was put in place of W. S. Holmes on the Commission on Finance. 

Report No. 1 of the Board of Missions. — Report No. 1 of the Board of Missions was 
read by A. J. Gearheard and adopted as follows: 

REPORT NO. 1. OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Board of Missions takes knowledge of the fact that the Centenary was put 
over in the Louisiana Conference in a most satisfactory way. It is confident that in 
Brother S. S. Thomas the Conference has a most careful and efficient secretary and 
treasurer of this sacred cause, but there is grave danger of the whole movement becom- 
ing a reflection upon our staying qualities. Therefore, 

Be it resolved, That the members of the Louisiana Conference work vigorously 
with the organization in their respective charges and with the Conference and general 
organizations to bring Louisiana to a 40 per cent payment of subscriptions to the Cente- 
nary by December 21, 1920, and that as far as possible each individual may be prevailed 
upon to pay not less than 40 per cent of his or her subscription by that date, or the first 
two years in full. 

We beg to nominate Dr. Geo. S. Sexton as a member of the Board of Missions in 
place of Dr. U. G. Foote, transferred, and Rev. G. A. Morgan in place of Rev. J. G. Snell- 
ing, resigned. A. J. GEARHEARD, Secretary. 

Report of the Seashore Divinity School. — The Report of the Seashore Divinity 
School was referred to the Conference Board of Education. 

Admitted on Trial. — Question 1 was called : Who are admitted on trial? Joseph 
Langsford Greenway, Jr., having been duly recommended by the District Conference of 
the New Orleans District, and the Committee of Examination and the Committee on Ad- 
missions reporting favorably; and Drew J. Wilson, having been duly recommended by the 
District Conference of the Shreveport District, and the Committee of Examination and 
the Committee on Admissions reporting favorably, were admitted on trial. 

Question 17 Resumed. — Question 17 w^as Resumed : Are all the preachers blame- 

less in their life and official administration? The name of S. S. Holladay was called and 
his character was passed. Upon his own request his name was referred to the Committee 
on Conference Relations for the superannuate relation. 

Afternoon Session Ordered. — It was moved that when the Conference adjourned it 
should adjourn to meet again at 3. p. m. 

Educational Program. — The order of the day having arrived Bishop McMurry called 
Dr. F. N. Parker, Dr. A. F. Watkins, Dr. John A. Rice, and Rev. J. L. Neill to the platform. 

Address of the Bishop. — Bishop McMurry spoke upon the importance of the Edu- 
cational Movement in the church. 

Address of Dr. Watkins. — The Rev. A. F. Watkins, D. D., President of Millsaps Col- 
lege and a member of the Educational Commission, delivered an address upon the objec- 
tives of the educational movement. 

Address of Dr. Parker. — The Rev. Franklin N. Parker, D.D., Dean of the Theologi- 
cal Department of Emory University and a member of the Education Commission, ad- 
dressed the Conference upon the significance of the educational movement. 

Readmission. — Question 5 was called: Who are readmitted? Lastie N. Hoffpauir, 

the District Conference of the Lake Charles District recommending, and the Committee 
on Admissions reporting favorably, was readmitted into the traveling connection. 

Discontinuance. — Question 3 was called: Who are discontinued? Answer: None. 

Announcements and Adjournment. — Announcements were made and the Confer- 
ence adjourned, to meet at 3 p. m., with the Doxology and the Benediction by J. D. 
Harper. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Convening. — Conference convened according to motion at 3 p. m., Bishop McMurry 
in the chair. 

Devotional. — The devotional service was led by the Bishop, and consisted of the 
singing of hymn 1 — 

“O for a thousand tongues to sing — ” 
prayer by Martin Hebert, and the singing of hymn 393 — 

“Am I a soldier of the cross?” 

Approval of the Minutes. — The minutes of the morning session were read and ap- 
proved. 

Communications Referred. — A communication from the General Sunday School 
Board was referred to the Conference Sunday School Board, and a communication from 
Mr. Noah Webster Cooper, of Nashville, Tenn., was referred to the Committee on Sab- 
bath Observance. 

Educational Movement. — Consideration of the Educational Movement was resumed. 

Address of Dr. Rice.--The Rev. John A. Rice, D.D., Professor of Old Testament 
Interpretation in the Southern Methodist University, addressed the Conference upon the 
subject: “The Stewardship of Time, Talents, Property and Life.” 

Address of Rev. J. L. Neill. — The Rev. J. L. Neill, Superintendent of Missionary 
Education, delivered an address upon the subject: “The Christian Educational Move- 

ment and an Enlarged Program of Religious Education.” 

Dr. Parker Called to the Piatform. — Dr. Franklin N. Parker, a member of the Edu- 
cational Commission, was called to the platform. 

Report No. 1 of the Beard of Education. — Report No. 1 of the Board of Education 
was read by W. W. Drake and adopted as follows : 

Report No. 1 of the Board of Education. 

1. Whereas, the General Conference in its prophetic consideration of the two 
great responsibilities of the Church recommended that there be two Church-wide move- 
ments in the present quadrennium, one for Missions and one for Christian Education, in 
the following resolution: 

“We recommend that the right of way be given to the Centenary Movement in the 
first two years and to the Educational Campaign during the second two years of the 
quadrennium and that during these two periods as far as possible the full power of the 
Church be delivered in these respective campaigns.” 

2. And, whereas, our Conference educational institutions are in pressing need of 
additional funds in order that they may not only move forward with the progress and 
development of the Church but in truth, even in order to maintain their present effi- 
ciency under changing conditions, and whereas we recognize the fact that our educa- 
tional institutions have by order of the General Conference been kept for the past two 
years from presenting their needs to the Conference and to the Connection, which needs 
are great and pressing, we will not have done our duty to our Colleges until we have 
put at least a million dollars into Centenary College and a half million into Mansfield 
Female College. Certainly nothing short of the approved and surplus askings as here- 
inafter stated will reach the present initial duty of our people to our Colleges. 

3. And, inasmuch as the tragic events of the past few years have taught us that 
education without Christ is a mockery, and, therefore, that if America is to be tri 
its mission, education must be Christian. 

4. And, whereas our denomination is now short eight hundred preachers 
is calling for hundreds of missionaries and trained workers not now available, and 
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much as we recognize our responsibility for recruiting young men and women for this 
work if our Church is to grow and serve. 

5. And, inasmuch as w~e feel, therefore, our responsibility jointly with the other 
Conferences to focus our attention this year upon all the processes of Christian Educa- 
tion in the home, the Church and the School. 

Be it Resolved: 










First — That this Conference co-operate most heartily in the plans of the Educa- 
tional Commission’s five-fold objective in carrying out the instructions of the General 
Conference. 

1. To develop in the mind of the Church an adequate conception of the place of 
Christian Education in the life of the Church, of the Nation, and of the World. 

2. To promote the cause of religious education by bringing about a closer and 
more effective co-operation between our institutions of learning and the Sunday School, 

and by establishing strong departments of religious education in our Colleges and Uni- 
versities. 

3. To lead at least 5,000 young men and women to pledge themselves to devote 
their lives to the ministry, to missions, or to some other form of Christian service, and 
to seek a Christian education as a preparation for effective life service. 

4. To raise for our schools, colleges and universities at least $33,000,000, the 
minimum sum necessary to enable them to send out the constantly-increasing stream of 
educated Christian leaders required to carry forward the Christian work of the world, 
and to secure $1,000,000 to aid worthy students who are looking to some form of Chris- 
tian service in their efforts to obtain an education. 

5. To deepen the moral and spiritual life of our people and to promote the spirit 
of Christian liberality in all of the efforts put forth to realize these objectives. 

Second — And be it Resolved, That we take all proper steps to fix the attention 
of all our people upon the fundamental place of Christian Education in the life and mis- 
sion of the Church, and that to this end we urge pastors to preach and teach, and laymen 
to lend their influence in every possible way. 

Third — That we call upon our people for their prayers in behalf of the presidents 
and faculties and trustees of our schools, for our young people in attendance upon them, 
praying especially that the right young men and women may be led to give their lives 
as preachers, missionaries and trained workers, and that these schools may supplement 
the work of home and church in leading the young people of this generation to the 
acknowledgment of Christ as their Lord and Master in whatever work they may 
choose. 

Fourth — That we appoint a Conference Educational Commission to be made up 
as follows: The Conference Secretary of Education, Rev. W. W. Drake, Rev. Geo. S. 

Sexton, Rev. J. G. Snelling, Mr. Frank Hunter, Mr. W. S. Holmes, Mr. F. E. Gunter, 
Dr. John L. Scales and Dr. R. D. Webb, for the purpose of co-operating with the Con- 
nectional Educational Commission and for putting in operation the necessary plans 
for securing the support of all our churches for this movement. 

Fifth — That we assume as the quota for this Conference the sum of $1,027,500, 
and authorize the Conference Educational Commission, with the help of Presiding 
Elders, to divide this amount equitably among the churches of the Conference, the 
division to be made according to attached apportionment. 

Sixth — That we request the appointment of a Conference Educational Secretary 
to be the full-time executive of the Conference Educational Commission, and that we 
pledge such Secretary, when appointed, our full loyalty and support. 

Seventh — That we call upon our churches to co-operate in a manner worthy of 
the impelling need of our Christian Educational Program in arousing every member 
to an appreciation of his or her responsibility and in giving fullest financial support 
in the collections to be taken next Spring. 
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We recommend that the Conference accept the following:

With the following amendment, that of the first $265,000 of surplus askings, $200,000 
shall go to Mansfield College, $60,000 to Centenary College and $5,000 to Seashore Camp 
Ground School, or in that ratio; and that above that figure, the ratio be the same as in 
the approved askings.

Supplemental Report, Board of Finance. 

There was presented to your Board for consideration the matter of the Asbury 
Memorial Fund relative to the fact that the allotment for the Louisiana Conference has 
not been met in full. 

Of the amount of $250.00 allotted to our Conference only the amount of $18.00 has 
been paid. 

Therefore we recommend that the Conference request the Presiding Elders to 
divide the amount still due into equal amounts among the Districts, save that the Houma 
District be excused from assuming any of this amount, and that the Elders raise the 
same during their first round of appointments.

F. S. Parker made a statement concerning the Report of the Board of Finance. 

Report of the Board of Temperance and Social Service. — The Report of the Board 
of Temperance and Social Service was read by J. M. Alford and adopted as follows: 

Report of the Board of Temperance and Social Service. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference. 

Dear Brethren: We your Board of Temperance and Social Service beg to submit 

the following as our report: 

We note with pleasure that the 18th Amendment to the Federal Constitution has 
been upheld by the Supreme Court of the United States, and also the Volstead Act, known 
as the Enforcement Code for the 18th Amendment, which means that Congress has fixed 
as the maximum quantity one-half of one per cent alcohol for all beverage liquors; and 
that all such liquors containing more than one-half of one per cent are classed as in- 
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toxicating liquors, and that the manufacture and sale thereof is prohibited by the United 
States. 

It is gratifying to note that every contention made by attorneys in the United 
States Court, for the temperance cause, has been sustained. The Judiciary of the United 
States will never alter this law unless the Supreme Court reverses itself, which is not 
likely to happen. The only legislative body in the world that can raise or lower the per 
cent of alcohol allowable in liquors, for beverage purposes, is the Congress of the United 
States. 

Permit us further, to call your attention to the fact that we must be in the alert 
as to the kind of men that are elected to represent us in the Congress of the United 
States, including both upper and lower branches of that body. Let us remember that 
“eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.” 

The drive of the liquor people is now on for the election of congressmen and 
senators who will be favorable to their interests, in order that they may bring back beer 
and light wines, which would of itself reinstate EIGHTY-FIVE per cent of the beverage 
liquor traffic in the United States. Their contention is that these are harmless non- 
intoxicants: but they would be sold over the counter of every soda fountain, at every 
cross-road grocery, and in fact in every place where soft drinks may be sold without a 
license. 

We desire to call attention to the world-wide range of the influence and power of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America. European countries are looking to us as never be- 
fore. The liquor people of other nations are pouring their money into America, by the 
hundreds am the thousands, to help fight prohibition, while at the same time the tem- 
perance people of those countries are calling for help. France and England have re- 
quested the Anti-Salocn League of our country to assist them in their struggle for free- 
dom, and already we have not less than thirty men, sent out at our own expense, who are 
as the missionaries responding to the Macedonian call: “Come over and help us.” 

May we call your attention to what we believe to be an urgent necessity: viz., 

that of calling on our State Legislature to provide a Board of Censors for the picture 
show's, the vaudevilles and other exhibitions of like character? While w^e do not con- 
demn the pictures, per se, as being fundamentally wrong, w*e do believe the scenes often 
piesented are, to say the least, suggestive of evil, and tend towards the vile and vulgar, 
which will viciate character in lowering the ideals of life from a moral and social stand- 
point. If this business is continued as at present, it will not be in the distant future 
when we shall be compelled to reap what w^e have sown. 

We further recommend that in the adoption of this report w^e call on the Gov- 
ernor and the General Assembly of the State of Louisiana to repeal the present statute 
under which prize fighting is allowed in the State, or at least to give us a law by 
which we can eliminate the gambling feature of boxing contests such as are carried on 
in Shreveport and other cities of our State. 

We recognize the important work of the Anti-Saloon League of the State, and 
rejoice in the great work that- has been accomplished, and hereby pledge our continued 
loyalty and support to it. 

We recommend that appointment of Rev. A. W. Turner to the work of Superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League of Louisiana.

In appreciation of Dr. Henry. — R. H. Wynn asked the privilege of the floor, called 
Dr. J. M. Henry to the platform, fittingly voiced the appreciation of the ministers of 
the Ruston District, which Dr. Henry had served for four years, and piesented Dr. Hen- 
ry a gold wrntch. Dr. Henry replied with words of deep feeling. 
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Received from Other. Churches. — Question 7 was called: Who are received from 
other churches as traveling preachers? Lee Rice Sparks, a regular minister in the 
Presbyterian Church, U. S., the Committee on Admissions reporting favorably, was re- 
ceived into our Conference as a traveling preacher, and placed in the Class of the 
First Year. He was instructed to appear Sunday morning with the class to be ordained 
that he might take the vows without the reimposition of hands. 

Report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance. — The report of the Committee 
on Sabbath Observance was read by S. H. Werlein and adopted as follows: 

Report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance. 

Believing that the keeping of the Sabbath as God commanded is necessary for 
the safety and happiness of our people, we heartily deplore the general desecration of 
our Sabbath Day. It is a certain sign of impending destruction. 

One of the chief corner-stones of our national greatness was the fixed habit of 
our forefathers to strictly observe the Sabbath. If we depart from that habit, curses 
will overtake us; yea, are overtaking us. Keeping the Sabbath will help all and hurt 
none. Money-making through Sunday work will surely curse those who do it, as it has 
cursed others in all the ages past. 

All working men, by whomever employed, should have and keep the Sabbath. 
Working seven days in the week will destroy the religious life of man or nation. Every 
man should have Sunday with his home, his wife and children, his Sunday school and 
church For these reasons we urge all members, citizens and public officials, to do their 
best to stop all Sunday labor; all Sunday trains, State and interstate; to stop all post 
offices and mails on Sunday; to stop the publication and transportation of, and the ad- 
vertising in, Sunday newspapers; to stop ail Sunday theatres, picture shows, baseball 
and like games; to stop all trade and traffic, including all gasoline stores, soft drink 
and soda water stores, and drug stores, excepting always cases of charity and neces- 
sity, as supplying needed medicines and necessities to the sick and suffering, over- 
taken by distress that could not be provided against before Sunday. 

We urge the passage by Congress of a National Sunday Law, for Sunday ob- 
servance in the District of Columbia and in all interstate commerce; and to stop all 
Sunday mails, railroad trains and newspapers; and we endorse the law for that pur- 
pose proposed by our sister (Tennessee) Annual Conference through their committee 
(Noah W. Cooper, W. R. Vvebb and E. B. Chappell) as It now appears at page 3377 of 
the Congressional Record of Feb. 20, 1920, and we favor State laws of like character. 

We request that a committee of three be appointed by our Bishop to co-operate 
with the committee from the Tennessee Conference and with others of like character, 
in urging the enactment by Congress and by our State Legislatures of those proposed 
laws; and to do their utmost to build up public sentiment that will require the enact- 
ment and enforcement of these proposed laws.

— The Rev. Franklin N. Parker, D.D., Dean of the 
School of Theology, Emory University, spoke of the work there. 

Dr. Rice Speaks. — The Rev. John A. Rice, D.D., Professor of Old Testament Inter- 
pretation, Southern Methodist University, spoke of our educational interests at Dallas. 

President Bobbitt Addresses the Conference. — President R. E. Bobbitt, of Mans- 
field College, spoke of the work under his care. 

Report No. 2 of the Board of Education Adopted. — Report No. 2 of the Board of 
Education was adopted as follows: 

Report No. 2 of the Board of Education. 

Your Board of Education has had before it various matters of importance and beg 
leave to submit the following: 

We rejoice in the continued growth and increasing efficiency of Southern Meth- 
odist University as indicated in its report. We call special attention to the increasing 
enrollment and the satisfactory work of the School of Theology, and to its need for build- 
ing and endowment, which must be provided for by the complete success of the Educa- 
tional Campaign; to the fine reports of religious conditions among the students; and to 
the successful beginning of a campaign for larger financial resources under the leader- 
ship of the new- president, Dr. H. A. Boaz. 

We have had before us reports from Centenary College and are glad to note the 
encouraging fact that the Board of Trustees have adopted a definite policy of advance 
in the prosecution of which two new buildings have been erected, the faculty enlarged, 
the college and preparatory departments definitely separated, laboratory equipment im- 
proved and other needful steps taken to place the college in line with the requirements 
of an A Grade classification. 

We are gratified to note that the faculty of the college is of a ; high order both as 
to ripe scholarship, fine personal character and definite moral and religious influence. 

With reference to certain matters that were before us involving criticisms of the 
administration, without going into the motives of those responsible for these criticisms, 
we regard the case as closed and see no necessity for any action by the Conference. 

We have not had any written report before us from Mansfield College, but we re- 
joice to learn that the success of the institution continues as indicated by overflowing 
attendance and satisfactory work. 

We have considered the report of the Seashore Camp Ground School, and note 
with pleasure the accounts that come to us of its good work with a body of students 
some twenty-five of whom are drawn from the territory of our Conference. 

We renew our commendation of the Seashore Divinity School and recommend that 
all our preachers who can do so take advantage of its excellent program. 

We desire to call the attention of the Conference to the work and problems of the 
Department of Ministerial Supply and Training. The great unsupplied need for properly 
equipped preachers, missionaries and other religious workers calls for the thoughtful 
and prayerful consideration of the church. As a people we need to pray mightily for 
God’s Spirit to find the workers, and lay the challenge of God’s call to life service before 
our people from the pulpit and in pastoral contact. 

We need to make adequate provision for the training of prospective preachers and 
for the support of men in the ministry. In addition to the campaign, which looks to the 
proper equipment of our educational institutions and for a great' fund for the assistance 
of candidates for the ministry, the question of fixing a minimum salary of say $1500 for 
any man appointed to a pastoral charge should be given careful consideration. 

Our preachers taking the Conference Courses of Study are reminded that they are 
required by the law of the church to take the Course either through our efficient cor- 
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respondence schools or through preachers’ institutes, and it is recommended that they 
take advantage of both these methods combined. 

In connection with our entire Educational Program we submit the following Reso- 
lutions: 

Resolved, 1: That we urge our preachers during the month of January to lay be- 
fore all their congregations from the pulpit the educational needs and program of the 
church. 

Resolved, 2: That the Legal Conference of the Louisiana Conference by and with 
the advice and consent of the Board of Trustees of Mansfield Female College, be granted 
full power to act in all legal matters necessary for a. building program at Mansfield 
Female College, by mortgaging, by pledging the income from the apportionment of funds 
to be derived from the Christian Educational Movement, or by other methods deemed 
advisable; provided that no other property than that of Mansfield Female College be in- 
volved and no pledge other than those directed to Mansfield Female College be included.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES, LOUISIANA METHODIST ORPHANAGE. 

To the Presiding Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference. 

On behalf of the Board of Directors of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage I beg 
to submit the following report for the current Conference year: 

We are still fortunate in being able to report gratifying progress in every way 
during the present year, as will appear from the annual report of our Superintendent to 
the Board of Directors, which will accompany this report. 

The work and the achievements of our Superintendent this year have been ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory, reassuring and inspirational, assisted, as he has been, by certain 
generous, loyal and resourceful friends of our institution. And while the Louisiana Meth- 
odist Orphanage may never hope to be able to cover the whole field of endeavor in its 
particular line of charity and benevolence, it does aspire, with reasonable hope of accom- 
plishment, to do a fair proportion of the woik of caring for orphaned children of the State 
commensurate with the membership of our church in this State. 

The work for a greater Louisiana Methodist Orphanage inaugurated this year, 
while it has not yet accomplished its purpose fully, has made gratifying progress in that 
direction, as will appear from the Superintendent’s report above referred to. This has 
been the one great undertaking of the year; but failure to fully accomplish it will not 
discourage us, but only stimulate us to greater exertion until it is accomplished. 

At the last meeting of the Board of Directors our Superintendent. Rev. R. W. 
Vaughan, was re-elected Superintendent for another year, with the recommendation that 
the appointment be confirmed by the Bishop. The following members of this Board were 
elected to take the place of those whose terms are expiring this year, viz.: J. S. Rolfe, 

O. E. Hodge and P. K. Able, elected to succeed themselves; and R. T. Moore, of Shreve- 
port, La., elected to succeed Dr. W. D. Haas, whose term has expired. The Board 
memorializes the Conference to -set aside Easier and “Work Day” as days for taking 
offerings for the maintenance of the Orphanage.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE ORPHANAGE. 

To the Hon S. I). Pearce,' President, and Members of the Board of Directors of the Lou- 
isiana Methodist Orphanage, in session October 15, 1920. 

Dear B ethien: I lake pleasure in submitting my eleventh Annual Report, cover- 

ing the operations of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage Irom November 1, 1919, to 
October 1, 1920: 

During the year we have had under our care 154 children. Of this number seven 
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have left of their own accord; eight were placed in good homes, five have graduated, and 
two have married. We have now 132 children in the home and under our care. While 
we have had some sickness, the year has been marked by the absence of any epidemic, 
and the children have been on the whole healthy and hearty. We have suffered no serious 
accident and have had no deaths. 

Most of the children have been taught in our own school and with an efficient 
corps of teachers. The results, especially among the smaller children, have been most 
gratifying. We are now teaching our children through the seventh grade, having added 
our fourth teacher for this session. 

Five of our girls have graduated during the year. We now have eight girls grad- 
uated from the Louisiana Industrial Institute, teaching in the public schools of the State. 
They are all earning good salaries, doing good, efficient w ork, and have proven themselves 
very successful in their work. Three of these girls, out of their own earnings, attended 
the summer school at Eaton Rouge, and are striving for a college degree. We believe 
they are all gills of excellent Christian character, and will continually reflect credit on 
the institution that has given them their opportunity. We were most pleased to have 
ail seven of these girls to spend part of the summer at home w r ith us this year.

We carry fire insurance amounting to $40,000.00 and $15,000.00 tornado insurance, 
with all premiums paid. 

The year has been one of splendid success on the farm, we believe in every respect 
the best we have ever had. 

Our efforts to secure ample funds with which to enlarge and equip our institution, 
while not an entire failure, has not reached the results we had hoped for. Approximately 
$200,000.00 has been secured in cash and pledges. It is our desire to continue our efforts 
until the full amount needed has been secured. 

During no year in* our history have the demands for us to take helpless children 
been as heavy as this year, and yet we have taken fewer new children into the home than 
any other year. We see no relief for this situation without the erection of new buildings, 
and we sincerely trust this may be done in the near future. 

We are compelled to ask that you request the Conference to set apart Easter Sun- 
day in the spring and “Work Day” in the fall as special days on which collections for the 
Orphanage shall be taken in church and Sunday schools for our maintenance. 

A good friend, whose name we are not permitted to give out, has made a donation 
of $10,000.00 in five per cent Canadian Bonds to our maintenance fund, and a noble- 
hearted Jewish lady, Mrs. Myers of Monroe, left in her will, which is now being probated, 
the sum of $1,000 00 to the maintenance fund. Both of these gifts coming from friends 
outside our church should stir our own people to do similar deeds for their own institution. 

Mr. F. T. Whited, of Shreveport, has directed a sacred fund, left to his discretion 
by his sainted sister, and adding his own donation thereto, amounting to $30,000.00, with 
which to erect a memorial cottage to his sister. Other splendid gifts by generous friends 
toward our Building and Equipment Fund gives hope and inspiration to our task, and we 
can but hope the near future will bring us the beginning at least of the realization of our 
dreams and prayers for the ample enlargement and equipment of our institution. 

Thanking you again for your loyal and unselfish devotion to our cause, and praying 
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that each year may bring us into larger fields of usefulness in our particular and most

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LAY ACTIVITIES. 



Your Board of Lay Activities begs leave to report as follows: 

1. The primary thing before us is the collection of the past-due Centenary 
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pledges. About 25 per cent of our pledges is paid, whereas 40 per cent is due and 
payable by December 31 of this year. Louisiana made an enviable record in the Cente- 
nary drive, and must keep its sacred promise. We believe that we can pledge our lay 
leaders, our minute men and our laymen generally to back up the Conference Treasurer 
and the local committee in making these collections. We heartily approve the effort 
which is to be made to get the unpaid 15 per cent by January 1. We urge the preachers, 
where it has not been done, to organize the local council for the purpose of seeing each 
subscriber. We also urge the local treasurer to follow up promptly such subscribers as 
have moved or may move. We believe that the collection of the Centenary pledges is 
the sine qua non of the success ot the Educational Movement. 



2. We pledge every resource at our command to the Educational Movement. Our 
minute men stand ready to tell the story in every church and to every congregation. 
Our lay leaders stand ready to make the canvass for funds when called upon. In the 
face of the indescribable need, we believe it would be fatal for the church to falter, and 
we have the faith to believe that the job can and will be done. 

3. We plead with the laity to see that every minister in our Conference be given 
a living wage. We suggest a minimum salary of $1800. We know that if the member- 
ship of the church gave a tithe of its income to the Lord, most charges could do this 
with ease. Where such is not the case such combinations of churches should be made 
that with the help of mission funds every preacher will get a decent living and be able 
to meet the needs of his family. We incline to the view that the putting of the presiding 
elders on a salary would help attain this end. 

4. The time has come to wipe out the disgrace of failure to pay our Conference 
assessments in full. We earnestly urge our ministers and our boards of stewards to 
adopt the every-member canvass and the weekly offering wherever possible, and to 
systematize our finances ajid to put them upon a business and a Biblical basis. 

5. We commend to our pastors the use of the laity in accordance with the plans 
and organization of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement. 

6. We commend to our presiding elders the use of our Emergency Speakers 
to fill every pulpit every Sunday. We stand ready to commission and put at their 
disposal additional speakers as they call for them. 

7. Finally, we desire to be of the greatest service and use in the work of the 
Master and to co-operate in the fullest manner with the ministry and with our church 
boards. To that end we, to-day, reconsecrate ourselves.

R. W. Tucker made memorial remarks upon the life of T. J. Embree, 
and was instructed to furnish a written memoir for publication in the Conference Annual. 
John T. Sawyer, appointed to prepare the memoir of M. G. Jenkins, was not present, and 
the Secretary was instructed to secure from him the memoir that it might be published. 

It was moved that the Conference hear the memoirs of the deceased wives of

Haying had my attention called to what I now see to have been a wrong course 
which I pursued in giving publicity to certain charges that I had filed with the Board 
of Trustees of Centenary College, I hereby express my sincere regret for the course 
pursued, and offer my apology to said Board. 

In the matter of the letter of October 20, 1920, which has been complained of by 
the investigating committee and other members of the Board of Trustees, in which 
letter reference was made to the covering up of wrongdoing on the part of the Trus- 
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tees, and in which the Trustees were compared unfavorably with the leaders of ath- 
letics in the secular world, and for the sending of this letter to ministers and mem- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and other citizens of Louisiana, thereby 
doing, in the judgment of many of my brethren, harm to Centenary College, an insti- 
tution of said church: I hereby record my sincere regret. 

I desire to assure the members of the Conference that my actions in these mat- 
ters were with what seemed to me at the time the best motives and that my only de- 
sire was for the good of the institution. 

I now realize that the course I pursued was a mistake, and I offer to the brethren 
of the Conference and the Board of Trustees my sincere regret and apology. I appre- 
ciate the consideration that has been shown me by the members of the Conference, 
and hope that under the blessings of God I may be able to show myself worthy of 
their confidence, and that they may never have occasion to regret having given me a 
place among them.

Resolved, That whereas the Louisiana Annual Conference has adopted a resolu- 
tion ordering that the amount apportioned to each district be distributed among the 
various charges in proportion to the membership and the amount paid for ministerial 
support during the past quadrennium, we hereby memorialize the Louisiana Annual 
Conference that said distribution in the several districts be based upon both the mem- 
bership and the amount paid for ministerial support of the preceding year instead of 
the preceding quadrennium as heretofore; and that the Secretary of the Annual Confer- 
ence be required to furnish data to each of the presiding elders in order that the said 
divisions may be made. 

And that all resolutions with reference to the distribution of the assessments in 
conflict with the above resolution be, and are hereby repealed. 

Adopted in 1911. 

WIDOWS AND DECEASED PREACHERS. 

Resolved, That the names and postoffice addresses of the widows of the deceased 
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members of this Conference be added to the Conference Roll, as published in the Minutes.

DATA FOR MEMOIRS. 

Whereas, our Committee on Memoirs have usually found great difficulty in obtain- 
ing data at the seat of Conference for suitable memoirs of brethren who have died dur- 
ing the year, therefore be it 

Resolved, That in the case of the death of a member of this Conference, or the 
wife of a member, or of a deceased member, the Presiding Elder in whose district the 
deceased belonged be requested to appoint some suitable person to secure the neces- 
sary data for a suitable memoir of said deceased for the Committee before the session 
of the Conference. 

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Be it Resolved, That each church securing assistance from the Church Extension 
Board shall be required to secure the refunding of the sum donated in the event of the 
property being alienated from the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, by entering and 
recording a mortgage for the sum donated. 

Adopted at Baton Rouge in 1900. 

EDITORS OF STATISTICS AND REPORTS. 

Be it further resolved, That every pastor be urged to have his statistical reports 
in the hands of the Statistical Secretary by the end of the first day of the Conference 
session, and that any brother failing to comply with this rule be publicly called upon for 
his report. 

Be it further resolved, That the rule requesting reports to be filed by the close of 
the second day be hereby rescinded.

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MEMOIRS. 



REV. JOHN FRANKLIN WYNN. 

By Rev. W. Winans Drake. 

The ending of the life of a man like the Rev. John F. Wynn deserves more than a 
passing notice. If one were asked to name the main outstanding characteristic of his 
life, there would be no hesitation in saying that he was pre-eminently a man of God. 

John Franklin Wynn was born in Livingston County, near Athens, Ala., February 
10, 1836. He was the sixth of a family of eleven children born to John Henry Wynn and 
Frances Martha Brownley. Their home was the frequent stopping place for the con- 
secrated itinerants who rode the surrounding circuit. The following incident recorded 
by him and evidently treasured in his memory, illustrates the vital result of the godly 
lives and efforts of those pioneers of the church. He says: “When about four years of 

age, I remember very distinctly that one of these godly men took me upon his knee and 
talked so kindly with his hand upon my head that I was impressed with the importance 
of living a Christian life, and felt that I had rather be a Methodist preacher than any- 
thing in the world.” 

In 1850, at the age of fourteen, he attended the Cambridge Camp Meeting, where 
his parents regularly went as tenters, going, as he says, determined to seek salvation; 
and after some days of earnest seeking near the hour of midnight, he realized God’s for- 
giving grace, and at once united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in whose 
membership he spent seventy faithful years. Up to this time neither of his parents was 
a member of the church, but the following year, at the same camp ground, and doubtless 
inspired by the example of their son, they were both converted and joined the church. 

In 1857 he moved to Louisiana, and shortly afterward, in August of the same year, 
he was licensed to preach by the late Rev. Lewis A. Reed. The following winter he was 
received on trial into the Louisiana Conference, thus beginning a ministry of sixty-three 
years, within its ranks, of which forty-three were spent in the effective list. In 1859 he 
was admitted into full connection and ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew. In 1861 he 
was elected to elders’ orders, but on account of the confusion incident to the Civil War, 
no bishop was present to ordain him, and so his ordination was delayed till near the end 
of the following Conference year. 

In December, 1862, he was happily married to Miss Paulina Gorton, of Waterproof, 
La., who for nearly fifty-six years was not only a faithful companion to him, but an 
effective helper in his labors, whose quiet and saintly life did much to add to the suc- 
cess of his work. She preceded him to the better world by about two years. 

Of the children born of this marriage, six grew up to mature years and all of these 
are still living, fulfilling in earnest Christian lives the hopes and prayers of the godly 
home in which they were reared. Of these Rev. Robert H. Wynn, D.D., is a member of 
the Louisiana Conference; Mrs. Octavia Rickey is the wife of Rev. H. W. Rickey also of 
the Louisiana Conference. The others are J. W. Wynn, of Rayne, La., Miss Alice Wynn, 
of New Orleans, Miss Mary Wynn, of Crowley, and Mrs. E. W. Wall, of Baton Rouge. A 
sister also survives him, Mrs. Ellen Edwards, of Alexandria, La. Another sister was 
married to the late Rev. B. F. White and was the mother of Hon. H. H. White, of Alex' 
andria. 

The charges served by Brother Wynn were: 1858, Floyd, as junior preacher; 1859, 

Atchafalaya; 1860, Floyd again, as junior preacher; 1861, Chicot Pass; 1862, Trinity cir- 
cuit, junior preacher. Immediately following his marriage at the close of this year, he 
was stationed at Waterproof, but the county being soon occupied by Federal troops, mak- 
ing it impossible to carry on the work, he was changed to Oakley in Franklin Parish, 
where he remained for nearly three years. In 1866 he served the Atlanta charge, and in 
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1867 and 1868 the same charge with Montgomery added; 1871-1874, Rapides circuit; 1875- 
1878, Columbia; 1879-1880, Washington; 1881-1882, Plaquemine Brulee; 1883-1886, Oak 
Ridge; 1887-1890, Montgomery; 1891-1894, Pineville; 1895-1896, East Baton Rouge; 1897- 
1900, East Feliciana. At the close of this year, the forty-third of his active service, he 
was granted a superannuate relation at his own request, on account of failing health, and 
spent the last twenty years of his life in Crowley, La. At the ripe age of eighty-four, 
“having served his generation by the will of God, he fell on sleep.” 

A study of the facts behind these simple chronological annals reveals a life rich in 
piety, abundant in labors, and notable for self-sacrificing fidelity. It is noticeable that 
in six different charges he remained the full four years allowed by the law of the church, 
and that, in several instances, he served a second pastorate in the same charge after an 
interval of a few years. All of these charges, served so faithfully, were inconspicuous 
and offered scanty financial remuneration; but through all these difficulties there was no 
complaint, and in spite of them the growing family was educated and prepared for useful 
life and service. He was never characterized as a preacher of unusual ability and he 
never occupied prominent places, but wherever he had served, there was left behind the 
universal and emphatic feeling that he was a man of God. He was pre-eminently a man 
of prayer. In frequent seasons of private prayer and Bible reading, he waited on the 
Lord, literally carrying “everything to God in prayer.” His fervent and direct petitions 
in the homes of his people left a benediction behind them. 

Perhaps the best illustration of the genuineness or his work is to be found in his 
life as a superannuate. This closing period of his life was a constant and spontaneous 
ministry to human need, and his humble home became a resort for those who needed 
sympathy or counsel or help. An illustration of his quiet influence in these days is to 
be found in the story of a woman, formerly a Roman Catholic, who was converted in a 
union meeting. When asked what church she wished to join, she said, “I want to join 
the church Brother Wynn belongs to.” 

His own religious experience was deep and satisfying. During his earlier ministry, 
while pastor at Columbia, his attention was directed to the experience of perfect love, 
and he earnestly sought and claimed the experience of entire sanctification. 

He passed away on August 4, 1920, and was buried on the day following in the 
Crowley Cemetery with appropriate services conducted by his pastor, Rev. R. W. Tucker, 
assisted by Revs. E. C. Gunn and A. I. Townsley. Great crowds of his neighbors of every 
faith and every station assembled in sincere sorrow to offer the last tribute of affection 
to “Brother Wynn.” 

He has left to his family and friends, and companions in the ministry of Jesus 
Christ, a precious heritage of faith and piety, and has gone on to the blessed and eternal 
fellowship of those “who have washed their robes and made them white in the blood of 
the Lamb.” 



REV. JESSE BEN FULTON. 

Rev. Jesse Ben Fulton was born near Campti, La., in Natchitoches Parish, January 
16, 1878. He was the son of Rev. Jesse Fulton, one of the pioneer preachers of Louisiana 
Methodism. His mother, Lucie Hammett, came from a family noted for their piety, 
loyalty and devotion to the church. Having had such a noble parentage, he early made a 
profession of faith and devoted his whole life to the work of the church. He was 
educated in the public schools of our State until he entered Southwestern University at 
Georgetown, Texas. He was licensed to preach in 1903 at Shreveport, and served Plain 
Dealing as a supply during the year of 1904. 

He was admitted on trial into the Louisiana Annual Conference at Lake Charles dur- 
ing December, 1904. His appointments as an itinerant Methodist preacher were as fol- 
lows: In 1905 at Pineville; in 1906, 1907, and 1908, at Gilbert; in 1909 and 1910, at Sib- 
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ley; in 1911 and 1912, at Greensburg; in 1913 and 1914, at St. Francisville; in 1915, 1916, 
1917 and 1918, at Baker; in 1919 and 1920, at Franklinton. 

Brother Fulton was truly a servant of God, and he gave himself whole heartedly 
to the great work of carrying the world forward to consummations the most sublime. 
His physique arrested attention and commanded respect wherever he went. He had a 
genial disposition without frivolous levity, and a dignified bearing without any austeri- 
ty. His word was in demonstration of the Spirit and power. Upon his return from Con- 
ference last year, he came back with a holy enthusiasm for the evangelistic campaign 
and set to work immediately to put the Centenary plan in operation. He seemed to have 
had a firm grip on the fundamentals upon which themes he loved to discourse. His was 
not only a searching and awakening, but also a comforting ministry. The Kingdom 
which is righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy Ghost was consciously set up with- 
in him. Frequently in the pulpit he exulted in prospect of the great things his Heaven- 
ly Father had in store for his children. The pulpit was his throne of power. By his 
preaching sinners were convicted, mourners comforted, believers edified, and many 
added unto the Lord. He had just reached the zenith of his power and was destined 
to reach a high level as a preacher. 

He was taken with a violent cold which soon developed into pneumonia, and then 
to the surprise of everyone, was suddenly removed. We like pictures of our friends 
taken when in health and at their best condition. So will we think of Brother J. B. 
Fulton. The memory of such a life is a blessed one to all of us. 

His death, which occurred on March 4, 1920, was a shock to the entire community. 
Services were held in the parsonage home, at which time beautiful tributes were paid to 
him by resident pastors. 

The body was conveyed to the family burying grounds and laid to rest in the 
Davis Spring Cemetery, near Campti, La. The funeral services were conducted at the 
Davis Spring Church by the writer, assisted by Rev. H. B. Thomason and Rev. F. N. 
Sweeney, in the presence of a large gathering of friends, neighbors and relatives.

MRS. T. B. WHITE. 



Victoria Elizabeth, daughter of Noah Scales and Cardwell, was born in 

Bedford County (near Shelbyville), Tennessee, June 27, 1837, and was married to Rev. 
Thos. B. White, a member of the Tennessee Conference, December 23, 1855. 

In response to an urgent call for laborers in a needy territory, the young preacher 
and his wife, along with others, moved to Louisiana at the close of the* year 1856; after 
a consecrated service of sixteen years in that State, with the same heroic spirit, they 
volunteered for the difficult Western work and for a period of thirteen years, save a brief 
period of service in Colorado, labored in the State of Oregon. On account of Brother 
White’s failing health, they returned to Louisiana in 1885 and were in the itinerant ser- 
vice until the close of 1894, when this faithful man of God was granted the superannuate 
l elation. In a home of their own in Ruston, they lived until the husband’s death in 1899. 

Sister White survived her husband for a little more than twenty-one years, passing 
away from her home in Ruston on January 8, 1920, at the ripe age of eighty-two years 
and six months. She made a profession of faith and united with the church as she was 
entering young womanhood, and ever afterwards was loyal to the Savior and His church. 
Few persons have loved the church of God more than she, and she was always in her 
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place at worship if possible. She was a pastor’s friend and adviser, ever anxious that he 
might reach by his influence every possible person. She was a woman of sprightly in- 
tellect, artistic tastes and exceptional social qualities, retaining her faculties unim- 
paired until the end. She took a keen interest in world happenings and in the connec- 
tional affairs of the church, as well as in local matters, and was an enthusiastic worker 
in all its organized activities. 

She manifested a remarkable interest in young life, being for many years of her 
old age a teacher in the Young People’s Department of the Sunday school, and keeping 
in personal touch with her former pupils. Her . great joy was to know of their individual 
spiritual welfare. A large number of young men and women revere her memory. 

Always liberal and giving generously to the Lord’s cause from her moderate an- 
nual stipend, she bequeathed the sum of five hundred dollars to be known as the T. B. 
White Memorial Fund, to be invested for the benefit of the superannuated preachers of 
the Louisiana Conference, and in addition, a complete bedroom set of handsome furniture 
to the local parsonage. 

Sister White is survived by two children, Mrs. Lelia Carson, Savannah, Georgia, 
and Dr. Stuart L. White, physician, Ruston, La. R. H. WYNN. 



MRS. ELIZA PENN PARKER. 

She was born in Cotton Valley, Ala., in 1846, and died in Greenville, Texas, Jan- 
uary 16, 1920, and buried in Lafayette, La., the Rev. Harry W. Rickey conducting the 
funeral services. 

In 1870 she was married to the Rev. J. A. Parker, D.D., an able scholar and a lead- 
ing member of the Louisiana Conference, a prince among preachers. 

Her children were Mrs. Mattie Lou Campbell, Greenville, Texas; Mrs. Annie Lee 
Hopkins, Lafayette, La.; L. L. Parker, El Paso, Texas; James N. Parker, Orange, Texas; 
Howard Parker, who died in 1917, who was mentally afflicted by a fractured skull in 
early boyhood; Benjamin Sligh Parker, who was killed in target practice in 1894. 

Mrs. Parker was a talented woman, of distinguished stock, organizer of woman’s 
societies, popular with young people, gifted in hospitality. Her home entertained bishops, 
and distinguished servants of God. Active in church work, she led a busy life. In 1909, 
Dr. Parker became partially blind and she had to be eyes for his beloved employ. He 
affectionately termed her his “Junior Preacher.” 

She died well; her last months -were full of prayer, song, and praise of the grace 
of God. We laid her to rest beside her distinguished dead.

REV. M. G. JENKINS. 

Rev. M. G. Jenkins was born in Atlanta, Ga., July 7, 1838; and on July 27, 1920, he 
passed to his heavenly home, thus ending an earthly career of 82 years and 20 days. He 
joined the Georgia Conference of the M. E. Church, South, in December, 1859. He was 
ordained a deacon in 1861, and an elder in 1870. His first year’s service was on the Eatan- 
ham and Calhoun charge, beginning there his long, self-sacrificing and fruitful ministerial 
life. Afterwards he served the Calhoun circuit and was pastor at Isabella. Then he was 
transferred to Texas by Bishop Kavanaugh and stationed at Navasota. Afterwards he 
served in succession Texarkana, Leesburg, Weiner, Huntsville, Colorado City, Mineola, 
Gatesville and Detroit. In December, 1893, he was transferred to the Louisiana Confer- 
ence and appointed to Calhoun for 1894. He served Bastrop the two following years — 
1895-96 — and was pastor at Calhoun the second time in 1897. Subsequently, his charges 
were Covington, Logansport, Mooringsport, and Plain Dealing. Brother Jenkins at one 
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time served the church in California, but we have no account of his labors there. 

On December 18, 1902, Brother Jenkins became a superannuate and made his 
residence in Dallas, always afterwards living in Texas. Rev. J. D. Scott, assisting at his 
funeral service, read the following: “Brother Jenkins was fortunately and happily mar- 
ried to Miss Susan Monroe, of Thomasville, Ga., in 1865. She was of the best and highest 
type of Christian womanhood and a true helpmeet, but she preceded her husband a few 
years to the glory land. There were born to this union two daughters and one son. 

Brother Jenkins, like a well ripened shock, was seasoned in character and ready 
to be garnered. The last audible words he spoke in bidding good-by to loved ones were 
these: 

“Bright angels are from glory come, 

They are around my bed, they are in my room. 

They have come to waft my spirit home. 

All is well! All is well!”

I was intimately associated with Brother Jenkins during the years he labored for 
the Master in the Louisiana Conference. I was his presiding elder, and often with him 
in religious efforts, and we becafl&e close friends and brethren beloved. He ranked among 
the best as a pulpit man and diligent pastor, and was blessed of God in his winning for 
the Savior very many precious souls. Of strong and brilliant mind, cultivated, and re- 
fined, with a loving heart that sought to help and save the lost and comfort the troubled 
and afflicted, he was a true soldier of Jesus Christ and was careful to preach only the 
Gospel of the Son of God. Throughout the years of his residence in Texas we have been 
correspondents, much to my delight and profit. He has gone home; and, having been 
“faithful unto death,” he wears the “crown of life” in the perfect bliss and fadeless glory 
of the better world.
